Bill for the Carrying out of 
Two Year Program

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Presi- 

dent Coolidge tcday signed the bill 
auinebeiae the 


expenditure of 


erninent for the ¢onstruction: of 
jhighway during the ‘two years 
ending June 30, 1929. 

By this bill, $75,000,000 is made 
available each year for general 
highways constrution and $15,000,- 
000 for building improved roads 
in the national parks. 

The general expendtiure will be 
matched dollar-for-dollar by states 
which the highways will be built, 
thus providing for a $300,000,000 
program for the two years. 

Earlier this year the president 
signed an appropriation bil! carry- 
ing $75,000,000 for road building 
during the fiscal year beginning 
the first of next month which also 
will provide for a like expendi- 
ture by the several states. 

The. entire sum: will be used to 
continue the construction of the 
federal aid transcontinental high- 
Way sysiem,and will , help .weld 
together a net work of improved 
roadways covering the length and 
breadth of the United States. 

The movement for the construc- 
tion of this modern roads sys- 
tem, which is to evenutally grid- 
iron .the country, was. started 
twenty years ago through the bill 
now written into the statute books 
it will be possible-to complete at 
least one transcontinental high- 
way next year. and, 
Roads built in 
the last few years under the 
federal aid system and to be built 
under the new bill will be linked 
together in transcontinental sys- 
tems.

More than 200,000 miles of im- 
proved highways will result from 
it and upwards of $10,000,000,000 
will have been invested by the 
federal givernment and the seyeral 
states when completed.

States initiate the improvement 
that must be approved by the na- 
tional departmént of agriculture. 
When proposed.roads are thus,ap- 
proved, the department of agricul- 
ture will contribute a minimum 
of fifty percent of the cost.
